TO THE COMMISSIONER FOR PATENTS: 

1. Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment based on Applicants' failure to receive the Notice of Allowance and Notice of 
Allowability. 

2. This petition is filed in response to a Notice of Allowance and Notice of 
Allowability apparently mailed by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on February 20, 
2003, setting a date of May 20, 2003, for payment of the issue fee. 

3. Applicants' representative first became aware of the Notice of Allowance and 
Notice of Allowability on July 11, 2003, when his paralegal made a routine inquiry regarding the 
application's status through the PTO's online Patent Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) 
system.

5. Attached as Exhibits A and B are copies of the file jacket and docket record 
where the Notice of Allowance would have been entered had it been received and docketed, as 
set forth in MPEP 71 1.03(c)(II). 

6. Applicants' undersigned representative hereby asserts that, based on his review of 
the application file and routinely kept docket records, the mail originals of the Notice of 
Allowance and Notice of Allowability mailed by the PTO on February 20, 2003, were not 
received, and attests to the fact that a search of the file jacket and docket records indicates that 
the Notice of Allowance and Notice of Allowability were not received. 

7. The issue fee for this application is submitted herewith in the form of Check 
No. 150673, in the amount of $1600. The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any 
additional fees required under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.16, 1.17 and 1.18 which may be required, or to 
credit any overpayment, to Deposit Account No. 03-1740. 

8. In view of the above statements and the enclosed records, applicants' undersigned 
representative respectfully requests the holding of abandonment be withdrawn.
